The combat and reconnaissance cars 
“ure a new type of vehicle which the War 
Department has only recently standard 
ized. It was emphasized by officials of 
the Transportation Section of the Quar 
termaster Corps that the equipment to be 
purchased is of the latest type with a 
number of new features. These officials 
state that every care should be taken to 
insure that personnel handling the equip 
ment are fully aware of the complexities 
of the machinery and are versed in the 
proper method of caring for the new cars 
and trucks. 

Addressing the semi-annual meeting of 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, 
Secretary Johnson outlined the War De 
partment’s aims in the use of motoriza 
tion with the streamlined division. Ile 
said: 

The automotive program of the War De 
partment as I visualize it looks toward the 
development of an army on wheels which will 
operate more speedily, tight more efficiently 
and suffer less severely than our military 
forces of the past. It aims to reduce the 
drudgery and the fatigue incident to combat. 
It promises to carry our men into the combat 
zone on trucks accompanied by tanks primed 
and ready for the crucial test of battle. It 
furnishes a means of keeping our soldiers up 
to their fullest efficiency at the moment of 
battle when they need their strength and their 
wits most. It provides mechanical aids for 
the benefit of the human machines of flesh, 
blood and spirit,—still the backbone of all 
military effort, whose combined fighting qual 
ities no contrivance constructed by mere man 
can replace. 

The procurement of the 12,000 trucks 
and cars will solve for the Army the 
problem of extensive, year-round field 
maneuvers of the streamlined divisions 
and will also provide more economical 
transportation for troops being shifted 
from one section of the country to an- 
other. If the rotation between southern 
training areas and northern posts is car- 
ried out, a great saving in transportation 
expenses will be effected, together with 
valuable training in cross-country motor- 
ized travel.

Coast Artillery Corps 

Biggest share of the 17,000 increment 
will go to the Coast Artillery Corps which 
will get 3,980 men with which to bring 
every one of its five antiaireraft regi 
ments in the United States to full peace 
strength. 

It will be remembered that the corps 
is receiving 6400 men under the AC-CAC 
program, so that new strength when both 
expansions are completed will be 27,007 
men. 

Regimental headquarters of all the reg- 
iments are being expanded to take care of 
the substantial increases in the regimeiats. 
The regiments, however, have no bat- 
talion headquarters. These are now be 
ing created for the 61st, 68rd, 65th and 
69th Coast Artillery Regiments, two for 
each, The 62nd CA already has battalion 
headquarters and also the largest num- 
ber of men—*41. Strengths of the others 
vary from 452 to 480. Each of the five 
will have, when expansion is completed, 
1,329 men without the band, and 1,357 
with the bands. The 62nd, 63rd and 69th, 
which have bands, will keep them. 

Tables of organization call for 53 offi 
cers in each regiment. This total cannot 
be reached, but additions will be made 
to the 16 to 25 officers now with each 
regiment. 

Even after the regiments are enlarged 
they will still lack the battalion combat 
trains, which are easily organized in time 
of emergency. Actual additions are:

Completion of 
the plan has given this arm 59,218 men 
and 15 peace strength regiments. 

In addition tank units have been ex- 
panded and headquarters and military 
police companies created. 

Each of the 15 regiments which are in- 
cluded in the five streamlined divisions 
has been expanded from an average 
strength of about 1,500 to 1,625. This is 
full peace strength, with the exception 
of the 45 ammunition carriers who would 
be added immediately upon mobilization 
and the band. Regiments receiving the 
increases are:

The 67th, which had only a single unit, 
Co, KF, will have a full 2nd battalion, 
less company Co. E—in other words a 
battalion headquarters and headquarters 
company, Cos. D and F, all at full peace 
strength. Plans are to activate the miss- 
ing Co. BE about 1 July 1940. 

In addition a headquarters and head 
quarters detachment and headquarters 
company are being activated for the IV 
Corps. This requires 145 enlisted Infan 
trymen and 44 officers, not all of whom 
will be Infantry officers. 

Headquarters and military police com 
panies are being created for the new 5th 
and 6th Divisions, each with 4 officers 
and 112 men. 

Finally, Infantry sections are being 
created for each of the five streamlined 
divisions, each with a brigadier general, 
a lieutenant colonel or major, a captain, 
two lieutenant aides, a technical sergeant, 
a staff sergeant, a sergeant, and a private 
first class, specialist third class. 








Army Planes to Rio De Janeiro 

In honor of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the Republic of the 
United States of Brazil, the War Depart 
ment, by direction of the President of the 
United States, is sending a flight of six 
3-17 airplanes from Langley Field, Va., 
to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. The airplanes 
will depart from Langley Field 11 Nov. 
1939, and will arrive at Rio de Janeiro 
in time for the anniversary on 15 Nov. 
1939, 

Maj. Gen. Delos C. Emmons, the Com 
manding General of the General Head- 
quarters Air Force, will accompany the 
flight to Brazil. Twenty-four other com- 
missioned officers and twenty-four en- 
listed men will make up the flight per- 
sonnel. 

The airplanes will proceed by way of 
Miami, Fla., with stops at the Panama 
Canal Zone, lima, Peru, and Astuncion, 
Paraguay, en route to Rio de Janeiro. 
The return flight will be made up the 
east cost of South America with stops at 
Natal, Brazil, Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana, 
Caripito and Maracaibo, Venezuela. 





Benning Prepares for Ist Div. 

Work on the preparation of camp sites 
and other facilities for the Ist Division, 
which started its movement from New 
York to Fort Benning, Ga., this week, is 
reported to be now well under way at the 
big Georgia military reservation. 

The division will be located approxi- 
mately 10 miles from the post proper, in 
the Harmony Church-Kisseck Pond area, 
South of the Ist Division Road and near 
the Cusseta Highway. Most of its train- 
ing will be conducted in that part of the 
reservation lying East of the Cusseta 
Highway. Division Meadquarters will be 
in the present Special Units Camp area. 

Involved is provision of an ample sup- 
ply of water and the construction of 
wooden kitchens, latrines and ten frames 
sufficient to house approximately 8,500 
officers and men. 

The first contingent of the division is 
expected to arrive on 20 October, it was 
stated. It will be approximately 800 
strong. Included will be an engineer bat- 
talion, which will help in preparing camp 
facilities for later arrivals. 

In order to provide an ample supply of 
potable water it will be necessary to lay 
an 8 mile pipe line from the water pump- 
ing station at the post to Harmony 
Church. Excavation work has been com- 
pleted. 

The main will have a 1,000,000 gallon 
daily distribution capacity. A 200,000 
gallon water storage tank will be con- 
structed at Harmony Church. 


Additional Canal Locks 

It was reliably stated at both the Capi- 
tol and the Panama Canal headquarters 
in Washington this week that one of the 
first deficiency bills that will be con 
sidered by Congress when it begins its 
regular session in January will be to 
provide funds for inaugurating work on 
the additional set of iocks for the 
Panama Canal. 

A budget estimate in the amount of 
$15,000,000 for this work is now before 
Congress, having been submitted in the 
closing days of the First Session of the 
76th Congress. The estimate arrived too 
late to be included in any of the ap- 
propriations measures passed by the 
Congress. 

A total of $277,000,000 is authorized to 
be spent for the new locks, but a limita- 
tion of $15,000,000 was placed on the ini- 
tial appropriation to begin work.

Thomas Walker Gilmer, Secretary of the 
Navy from 19 February until 28 Febru- 
ary 1844, has been hung in the Navy De- 
partment building in the second floor 
lobby.

James L. Kent of Pulaski, Virginia. 

Secretary Gilmer was killed by the ex- 
plosion of a gun on board the USS Prince- 
ton, on the Potomac River, near Wash- 
ington, D. C. He was born in Virginia and 
served for many years in the Virginia 
State Legislature, being speaker during 
two sessions. He was Governor of Vir- 
ginia from 1840 to 1841.

ent “limited emergency” conditions, js 
being reflected in news dispatches and 
press releases from various naval actiyi- 
ties. 


In Washington, usually scene of one of 
the largest ceremonies in the country, the 
Navy Yard will be closed and that a lim. 
ited program has been arranged at the 
Marine Barracks. The barracks will be 
open to visitors, and the Naval School of 
Music Band and the Marine Drum and 
Bugle Corps will give several concerts, 
There will be a parade of Sailors and Ma. 
rines, reviewed by Rear Adm. George Pet- 
tengill, Commandant of the Washington 
Navy Yard. 


In the Canal Zone, there will be no vis. 
iting of ships by the public according to 
an announcement by Rear Adm. Frank H. 
Sadler, commandant of the 15th Naval 
District. The prohibition against visiting 
ships of the Navy is a general one, and 
the only vessels aboard which visitors 
will be permitted are those vessels as- 
signed to the Naval Reserve. 

All Navy Yards and industrial centers 
of the Navy will be closed, but the Naval 
Observatory will be open. A number of 
radio programs have been arranged, the 
principal one eminating from the World's 
Fair in New York City. On this program 
Rear Admiral Clarke Howell Woodward, 
Commandant of the 3rd Naval District, 
will introduce Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Charles Edison and Rear Admiral 
Harry EF. Yarnell, former commander in 
chief of the Asiatic Fleet. 

Speeches at banquets, luncheons and 
over the air will stress the theme that the 
Navy is the defender of America’s sea 
frontiers.

a Two Ocean Navy the definition itself was too simple. Lord alone 
all into one. He added that what the country needs is a completely adequate Navy, 
and the word adequate would depend upon changing conditions, and the new plans 
they would necessitate. It is clear particularly from the President’s last comment 
that he is not willing to depart from the principle of concentration which all the 
successful captains of the past have observed, and which Mahan so strongly em- 
phasized. Those who advocate a Two Ocean Navy, we recall again the experience 
of the Russian Empire in its war with Japan a generation ago. The Czar’s Ad- 
miralty maintained three Navies, one in the Baltic, one in the Black Sea and 
one in the Far East. There also was a command in the Caspian Sea. The Japanese 
Fleet and Army finally eliminated the Port Arthur Fleet. Then the Baltic Fleet, 
under command of Admiral Rojestvensky, sailed for the Far East, and was annihilated 
at Tsushima. If we had a Two Ocean Navy, and the Panama Canal should be 
blocked, the one in the Atlantic or Pacific could be attacked and wiped out by a 
superior force before the other joined it, and the latter then would suffer the 
danger of a like fate. Whereas, if the Fleets should be combined as a unit, they 
would be overpowering in strength, and able to defeat an inferior enemy. This 
principle of concentration of command is expressed in the current war, Great Britain 
maintaining a preponderant strength in the North Sea, and reenforcing the French 
Navy operating in the Mediterranean. For us to depart from it would be to adopt 
a policy of weakness which in the past always has resulted in disaster. The Navy 
should be largely increased—perilous conditions, which may involve us in the 
European war, require it. But it should be done on the basis of a homogeneous 
Fleet, whose entire strength could be applied to bring an enemy to battle and 
destroy him. In this way our interests in both Oceans would be guarded before the 
action, and necessarily preserved thereafter. 


THE REORGANIZATION of the United States Army and the field training 
program upon which it is now embarking marks the most forward step taken in 
vitalizing our land forces probably in the entire peace-time history. Particularly is 
this true of the plan to get the new divisions out into the field where they can “work 
out the plays.” No one realizes this better than the Army, for just as the plan was 
adopted on the advice and approval of our greatest soldier, General Pershing, the 
General of the Armies, so is his approval reflected through all the grades and ranks 
down to the lowest buck private. The field training of the Army has been a most weak 
link in our preparedness scheme. A great forward stride was taken when General 
MacArthur persuaded Congress to grant funds for one command post exercise and 
one field maneuver each year, but even that was woefully inadequate because the net 
result was that each of the four armies received field training only two weeks every 
four years. Now it is planned to have virtually continuous field training with divi- 
sions and corps units rotating between their home stations and the maneuver areas 
in the south. The military soundness of the program is apparent, but less apparent 
to the public is the genuine vitalizing effect it is having on the personnel of the Army. 
Every officer and enlisted man likes to feel that he is a real “field soldier” but his 
opportunity to do field soldiering has, up until now, been limited to short infrequent 
periods with most of his time confined to garrison duty and its multiplicity of house- 
keeping, post overhead, and “spit and polish” functions. To them the renaissance of 
soldiering, even with its backbreaking marches, its field rations, its bivouacs, and all 
the attendant discomforts, comes as a gift from the gods. To it they will give their 
best and from their efforts the United States will have a more effective assurance of 
peace for it will provide a strength and readiness for action which all nations will be 
wary of provoking.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Soviet expansion has been checked at least temporarily on the 
North Baltic Sea and in the direction of the Mediterranean. Finland refused the 
demands of Moscow, which would have added materially to Russia’s strategic strength 
in the former area, Turkey suspended negotiations with Moscow because of unwilling- 
ness to recognize the annihilation of Poland, to deny the Dardanelles to Allied ships, 
and to acquiesce in Bulgarian seizure of the Rumanian province of Dobrudja. 

Finnish opposition to the Soviet has been strengthened by a message sent by 
President Roosevelt to President Kalinin of the Soviet Union expressing the hope that 
such demands would not endanger peace or Finland’s independence, by the conference 
of the rulers, of Sweden, Norway, Denmark and Finland, called to emphasize their 
common interests and purpose to maintain neutrality in the war, and by messages 
from the heads of Pan-American nations, including the President, expressing sympathy 
with their attitude. The Soviets claim that the sole abject of their demands upon 
Finland is “the consolidation of the reciprocal relations between the Soviet Union and 
Finland, and strengthening of friendly cooperation between both countries in the 
cause of guaranteeing the security of the Soviet Union and Finland.” Accepting this 
as a laudable aim, the details of the Russian proposal contemplate placing Finland in 
the same situation as Esthonia and Latvia, and because of the fear that the next step 
will be aggression upon Sweden and Norway, the Scandinavian Powers deemed it nec- 
essary to arrange the conference and demonstrate their identity of interest. Faced by 
such a combination, and supported morally as it is by the United States and Latin- 
America, it is believed Stalin will modify his demands. However, the relations be- 
tween Russia and Scandinavia admittedly from now on will be disadvantaged by the 
greed Moscow has shown. As Germany has refused to interfere with Russian proce- 
dure, and, indeed, has indicated that Hitler has confided the North Baltic to the 
tender mercies of his Bolshevist partner, it is evident Scandinavian sympathy will 
turn to the Allies, if it has not already done so, especially as the Republics of the 
Western Hemisphere are notoriously favorable to them. German war industry may 
suffer as a result since it is from Sweden that it obtains iron, and also from Scan- 
dinavia it obtains nickel. 

There is no doubt the rebuff which Turkey has administered to the Sovic<s, first, 
by suspending negotiations, and, secondly, by signing the mutual assistance pact with 
the Allies, has to say the least disconcerted the Stalin Government, and caused con- 
cern in Germany, and among the pro-Nazis in Italy. It is not believed Stalin will 
invade Turkey any more than he will invade Finland, but reports are current that he 
is strengthening his forces on the borders of the two countries, probably more as a 
demonstration than as a preliminary move to war. Study of the text of the Treaty of 
the Allies with Turkey pledges the latter to observe a policy of benevolent neutrality 
in the interest of the former, specifically in the case of aggressions involving Greece 
and Roumania. Benevolent neutrality implies that the Dardanelles will be open to 
Allied warships, and that those vessels will be in a position to assert British and 
French power in the Black Sea. While the agreement specifically excepts Russia from 
its operations, the fact remains that the breakdown of the Russo-Turkish negotiations 
was largely due to the effort of Moscow to induce closure of the Dardanelles to the 
war vessels of any nation. It is evident the Soviet authorities will be greatly concerned 
over the liklihood of the Black Sea being a scene of Allied activity. Such activity 
would mean pressure upon Russia to prevent her reacquisition of Bessarabia and 
upon Bulgaria where designs upon the Dobrudja have Stalin’s support. It will be 
an additional reason for Italian inclination toward the Allies, because the Rome Gov- 
ernment is intensely interested in the integrity of Roumania, Should Italy implement 
the Axis alliance, then Turkey automatically will range herself alongside the Allies, 
which have an understanding with Greece. It is clear the Turkish decision was inspired 
by the belief that the Allies would win the war, and in this respect it will have an im- 
portant influence upon Italy and the Balkan situation as well. Bulgaria has made 
an economic pact with Germany, but is maintaining close political connection with 
Moscow. The support she is receiving from Stalin is well known in Roumania. The 
latter is endeavoring to pursue a policy of neutrality in the hope that she will not 
lose Bessarabia to the Soviets and the Dobrudja to the Bulgars. 

With the full approval of the President and Secretary Hull, Ambassador Grew 
told the American-Japan Society in Tokyo that the American people regard with 
growing seriousness violation and interference with American rights by Japanese 
armed forces in China in disregard of treaties and agreements. This talk “direct 
from the horse’s mouth” was regarded as surprising in view of the latest efforts of 
Japan to conciliate the United States through cooperation in the localization of the 
war to Europe. It is explained that frankness was regarded as necessary at this time 
in order to bring about a satisfactory adjustment of the difficulties between the two 
countries. Coupled with the Ambassador’s address in the Japanese mind was the 
recent dispatch of the Scouting Force of the United States Fleet to Hawaii. The 
withdrawal of both the Japanese and American Marines from Kulangsu’s interna- 
tional settlement is regarded as presaging a satisfactory outcome of the situation in 
Shanghai.) Besides being concerned about the attitude of this Government, Japan also 
is wr Se closely the negotiations between Russia and Chiang-Sai-Chek’s Govern- 
ment. Agreement by,them is possible because of the rapprochment underway between 
Tokyo and the London and Paris Governments. Already this has led to suggestions 
from the Allies that Chiang-Sai-Chek should arrange for peace with Japan. If the 
Russian effort be successful, Japanese statesmen realize that their effort to bring 
about peace in China will be seriously embarrassed, if not futile. 











Navy Shipbuilding Bureaus—Coordinating of shipbuilding activities in the Navy 
Department has proceeded to a point where a consolidation of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair and the Bureau of Engineering has been virtually effected in 
all but name. Rear Adm. Samuel Robinson, USN, the Chief of the Bureau of Engi- 
neering, holds the title of Coordinator of Shipbuilding, while Rear Adm. Alexander 
H. Van Keuren (CC), chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, is assistant 
coordinator of shipbuilding. Three of the sections of the two bureaus have been com- 
bined : the design section under Capt. J. M. drish, USN; the production seetion under 
Capt. J. O. Gawne, (CC); and the maintenance section under Capt. E. G. Kintner, 
(CC). The step is probably the most forward looking taken in the Department's con- 
struction activities since the war and it may yet result in a complete consolidation 
of the two bureaus. This latter subject is being studied in the Department and it is 
possible that out of it will come a modernization of the Department’s organizational 
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set-up. Such a reorganization could be accomplished under the powers granted the 
President by the Congress. 

Some criticism has been leveled against some of the recent destroyers, charges 
being made that they are unstable. It is admitted at the department that this is true 
to 2 certain extent. In the past we always have constructed our destroyers with eon. 
siderable inherent stability, more so than other nations where there have been in- 
stances of destroyers turning over at sea. The recent destroyers in question, it is 
said, are less stable than others in the past have been, but changes have been and are 
being made to lower the metacentric height and the department is confident that 
the vessels will prove entirely seaworthy fighting craft. 


Cavalry—Troops of the First Cavalry Division, under command of Brig. Gen, 
Kenyon A. Joyce, completed a concentration march to the Balmorhea area in West 
Texas, where maneuvers are being held from 16 Oct. to 28 Oct., inclusive. The 9th 
Infantry (motorized), commanded by Col. Harrison ©. Browne, and a battalion of 
the 15th Field Artillery (motorized), will arrive in the maneuver area on 23 Oct, 
These two organizations and attached troops will comprise an Infantry combat team 
which will engage in mimie war against the Cavalry. There will be approximately 
6000 troops participating, and problems involving the employment of mechanized 
fighting vehicles, motorized Infantry and Artillery, and Horse Cavalry, all in conjune. 
tion with air observation, will be worked out during the period. Of particular interest 
will be the phases during which the two Cavalry brigades will operate against each 
other, and in which the Infantry combat team will be pitted against the Cavalry. 

The lowly beer bottle has at last achieved a place among modern cavalry weapons 
as the result of experiments conducted last week by units of the 2nd Squadron, 11th 
Cavalry, Presidio of Monterey, Calif. Beer bottles filled with gasoline were hurled at 
a stationary tank and the gasoline ignited by Very pistol flare and by tracer ammuni- 
tion fired from a rifle. The night tests were successful for this type of anti-tank opera- 
tion. Other tests will be made, it was indicated, with improvised gasoline bombs which 
will ignite on contact. Technical Sergeant Frank Newton, Ordnance Department, who 
was recently granted patents on a new type exhaust muffler, will prepare the im- 
provised bombs. 


Navy’s Lighter-than-Air.—As part of the Lighter-than-Air training course for off- 
cers of the new class at Lakehurst, the students took off in three 35,000-cubic-foot 
helium-filled balloons on the evening of 18 Sept., in a competitive overnight race for 
the greatest direct air line distance from the station. The time limit was arbitrarily 
set for 1000 the following morning, at which time entrants were to note their posi- 
tions and then land at discretion. 

The balloons all took off from points 50 yards apart at exactly the same time. 
Drifting westward, they passed over North Philadelphia and remained fairly close 
together at altitudes between 3000 and 5000 feet, until in the vicinity of Reading, 
Pa., where a windshift to northeastward caused the pilots to change altitude in 
search of more advantageous winds. Sunrise found the balloons well into New York 
State making ground speeds of from 25 to 35 knots. It is interesting to note the 
great difference that the various changes of altitude caused in the landing points of 
the balloons. 

Balloon 1473, piloted by Lt. (jg) D. M. Entler, jr., USN, was adjudged the 
official winner of the race, landing at Altmar, N. Y., a few miles south of Lake 
Ontario, at 1080. Balloon 0799, piloted by Lt. C. S. Rounds, USN, landed near Low- 
ville, N. Y., at 1300. The third balloon, 1472, piloted by Lt. E. J. Sullivan, USN, 
landed near Middleburg, N. Y., at 1140. 

During the past summer and until the present national emergency situation re- 
quired closing the Lakehurst Naval Air Station to visitors, considerable interest was 
shown by the general public in the lighter-than-air activities and apparatus. In 
June 1939, the USS Los Angeles was opened to visitors after part of the outer cover 
had been removed to provide a better view of the interior, additional lights installed 
and the keep and control car supports reinforced. From 20 June until 8 Sept., a period 
of 80 days, a total of 44,871 persons signed the visitors’ log of the USS Los Angeles, 
an average of 557 visitors a day. 


Army Industrial College—Five additional Reserve officers were ordered this week 
to two weeks’ training at the Army Industrial College, beginning 12 Nov., to famil- 
iarize themselves with plans for industrial mobilization. This will bring the 
number of such officers ordered to the two weeks’ training to 50, since orders for 
45 were issued earlier this month. Object of the course is to acquaint the Reserve 
officers with procurement problems in an emergency and with effective plans to 
meet them.

Wartime Procurement—A series of sample contracts of a type that would be em- 
jloyed by the War Department in time of war, or when war was imminent, has been 
drawn up by the Office of the Assistant Secretary of War, and sample copies were last 
wek distributed to ordnance district officers attending Mr. Johnson’s procurement 
janning conference. The contracts substitute for the “cost plus 6 per cent basis” of con- 
tact used during the World War a series of standardized contracts, six in number, 
tobe used wherever possible. Two are for construction projects; the others for pro- 
crement of supplies and materiel. 

Drafting of the new forms is the result of studies under way ever since the World 
Var, and in preparation of them advice and assistance was solicited of the various 
fouring agencies of the Army—the Quartermaster Corps, Engineer Corps, Ord- 
unce Department, Air Corps, Signal Corps and Chemical Warfare Service—and of 
tanufacturers of various kinds. 

Authority for the special contracts is found in Sect. 120 of the National Defense 
tt which states that “The President, in time of war or when war is imminent, is 
mpowered, through the head of any department of the government, in addition to the 
iesent authorized methods of purchase or procurement, to place an order . .. for such 
"oduct or material as may be required, and which is of the nature and kind usually 
duced or capable of being produced by such individual, firm, etc.” It is generally 
oneeded that in time of emergency the system of awarding contracts by competition 
wuld be impracticable and plans of the Army are to substitute contracts by ne- 
‘tiation. The new contracts are designed to safeguard the interests of the nation un- 
‘et the negotiation system. 

For under the plan used in the World War, the manufacturer estimated his costs 
id the War Department, which had to say whether they were fair or not, usually 
ud to take the producer’s word. If he over-estimated his costs, he stood to gain 
‘at much more. 

The first form will be used when previous orders or long periods of manufacture 
Iy Army plants have provided the War Department with a cost price per unit. The 
“ntract merely states the price per unit of the article desired, described by attached 
‘andard specifications. If the manufacturer should consider the price unfair after 
the contract is completed he may negotiate with the chief of branch concerned if the 
‘nount is less tham $15,000. If the manufacturer feels that he is going to lose more 
than that sum, he may arbitrate the matter with a board composed of a representative 
of the Secretary of War, a representative of his own selection and one chosen by the 
ther two. The Secretary, however, is not obliged to follow the findings of the board. 
; A second form will be used where the unit cost of an item is unknown because 
% lack of previous manufacturing experience. For example, the government would 
‘nd it impossible to estimate the cost of manufacturing any given number of its new 
“mm guns, since only a couple of costly pilot models have been produced. Other 
'Yhes of heavy artillery and their ammunition would probably come under this class 
‘contract. Here the number of units wanted is specified and the manufacturer be- 
“08 work. After a sufficient number is produced to provide a basis of determining 
&- Per unit, that cost is set. Partial payments are provided for all forms of contracts, 
— in the case of this second form payments would be made up to 75 per cent of the 
te, Department’s estimated cost. Upon completion the balance would be paid, or if 
* Producer was dissatisfied with the price, he would sue for his 25 per cent and any 
“ess he thought should be paid him. 
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Construction contract payments are based upon (1) reimbursement for the con- 
tractor’s expenditures, (2) rental of his “plant”, and (3) his fee. This fee would 
be on a sliding scale, determined by the quality of the work, its cost and the speed with 
which the project is completed. Maximum scales, if all three conditions are considered 
fultilled satisfactorily, would range from 6 per cent on a project costing $100,000 or 
less, down to 0.6 per cent on a $20,000,000 project. Reductions from the maximum 
because of slowness of completion would take the place of the liquidated damages 
assessed under the peacetime competitive contract system. 

The government reserves the right, in the contracts, to terminate any of them 
whenever it considers it in its interest to do so. The manufacturer would be paid for 
complete items or the completed part of the project and reimbursed for expenditures 
he had made on the unfinished part of the contract. As provided in the National 
Defense Act, such contracts would take precedence in execution over any private 
contracts held by the contractor. 

Since report of the War Resources Board probably will not be made public, War 
Department oflicials would not state whether the new wartime contracts were studied 
by that body, but did point out that the board, in its study of wartime procurement 
undoubtedly would discuss the major problem of contracts. 


Promotion of Non-Coms—Due to expansion of the Army by 17,000 enlisted men, 
the War Department has been able to lift the restriction against promotion of men 
to the fourth grade (sergeant) this year. The restriction was lifted the day after 
President Roosevelt issued his executive orders increasing strength of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and National Guard. The restriction was originally imposed 
because of a new procedure prohibiting transfer of men to or from foreign service 
in other than grade of private. Since those ordered to foreign service before 1 July, 
however, will be permitted to return in grade, a surplus of sergeants was expected, 
preventing promotions to that grade on the continent. The expansion, however, 
will take care of that surplus. 

The original order, dated 5 June and previously published in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL, provided that effective 1 July only sergeants of the Air Corps, 
Medical Corps, Detached Enlisted Men’s List and 2nd Signal Service Company 
would be sent to foreign service in grade. Those in other arms and services ordered 
to foreign service by 1 July, however, will be returned in grade. In order to absorb 
the surplus, it was provided that, effective 5 June, no promotions to fourth grade 
would be made in the Infantry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Corps of 
Engineers, Quartermaster Corps, Chemical Warfare Service, Signal Corps (except

Four Chemical Warfare Service officers and two civilian 
district chiefs conferred last week with Maj. George F. Unmacht, chief of the 
Procurement Division, Office Chief of Chemical Warfare Service, on means of 
accelerating procurement planning. The conferences were held 9, 10 and 11 Oct. as 
part of the General Procurement Planning Conference held by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, from % to 14 Oct. Present at the round table discussions were Col, C, I. 
Alley, executive officer of the Boston district; Col. Rollo C. Ditto, executive officer 
of the Pittsburgh district; Capt. H. A. Kuhn, executive officer of the New York 
district ; Maj. H. R. Leukicher, executive officer of the Chicago district ; Mr. George 
B. Dryden, of the Chicago district, and Dr. William O'Neill Sherman, of the Pitts- 
burgh district. 

The following day, 12 Oct., Major Unmacht attended the Chicago regional 
meeting of the National Association of Manufacturers, at Hotel Stevens, Chicago, 
to outline to the 700 industrialists gathered to discuss the latest conditions affecting 
industry a resume of the surveys made of 20,000 manufacturing plants in the 19 
years since the World War. As the result of those surveys, Major Unmacht, said, 
10,000 plants have been allocated shares of the war load which would be created 
by a major emergency. 

“Armies no longer go into battle to live off the conquered land,” the major 
emphasized, ‘They must be sustained from our own supply bases, if war comes, 
and the lines to the bases begin in the factories of American business. It is business’ 
job, to keep our industrial front strong and solid, and the War Department knows 
it can depend on that.” 


Chemical Warfare Service 


Censorship in War and Peace—In a short talk to the British and American War 
Correspondents being given a demonstration of the efficiency of his troops, General 
Viscount Gort, Commander-in-Chief of the B.E.F. in France, manifested an under- 
standing of the value of the press and broadcasting reporters which has attracted 
attention in our own Services. “Any war, as we know,” he said, “will have long 
periods of boredom, intermingled with short periods of intense fear. Much, there- 
fore, will depend upon our psychology. You people have a foot in two fronts, the 
home front and the battle line. Much depends upon heartening the people at home.*** 
The Press Correspondents can help tremendously by maintaining the morale of the 
people at home as well as that of the troops out here.” It followed that General 
Gort regards the newspaper and radio representatives as cooperators and collabora- 
tors. If he means what it is believed he means, there will be no withholding of facts 
from these men, and they will become self-censors more than subjects of censorship. 
As they were selected for battle reporting because of their integrity and their in- 
telligence, their effort naturally will be to help, and not to endanger the campaigns 
they will witness. 


Surgeon Generals Honored—Honorary fellowships in the American College of 
Surgeons, one of the highest honors that can be bestowed upon American medical 
men, were presented 16 Oct. to Maj. Gen. James C. Magee, Surgeon General of the 
Army, and Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon General of the Public Health Service, by 
the board of regents of the College of Surgeons, meeting in Philadelphia, Pa. 

An invitation was also extended to Rear Adm. Ross T. McIntire, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy to accept one of the fellowships, but Admiral McIntire was unable 
to attend. Honorary fellowships are only awarded in person by the board of regents.

Active Pay of Retired Officers 


A comprehensive study and ruling on 
the active duty to be given retired offi- 
cers called to active duty has been made 
by the Comptroller General at the request 
of the Navy Department. Because of the 
different laws under which officers may 
be retired with advanced rank, the De- 
partment asked the Comptroller to de- 
cide in which instances such officers may 
be paid the active duty pay of the higher 


rank, 

The Comptroller’s reply to the Depart- 
ment showing the query as presented by 
the Department and the interpretation 
given the various laws by the Comptroller 
is as follows: 

I have your request of September 21, 1939, 
for decision of questions presented in letter 
dated September 19, 1939, from the Paymas- 
ter, Headquarters U. 8S. Marine Corps, as fol- 
lows: 

“1, This office has received copies of orders, 
as per enclosure [copy of orders for assign- 
ment to active duty in the case of Major 
Frank D. Creamer, U. 8. Marine Corps, re- 
tired, and copy of orders placing this officer 
on the retired list], assigning certain retired 
officers of the Marine Corps to active duty by 
direction of the Acting Secretary of the Navy 
and with the consent of the officers concerned. 

“2. A group of captains of the Marine Corps 
were retired on June 30, 1039, under the pro- 
visions of section 12 (k) of the act of June 
23, 1938, which reads as follows: 

“"(k) Officers now in the grades of lien- 
tenant commander and lieutenant, and lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) now additional num- 
bers on the active list of the Navy by reason 
of the operation of the Act of March 3, 1931 
(46 Stat. 1483), as amended, shall, at their 
own request, in lieu of the honorable dis- 
charge provided in subsection (c) of this sec- 
tion, be continued on the active list of the 
Navy until the completion of the period of 
service designated in the said Act, as 
amended, and shall then be retired as pro- 
vided therein, but when they have twice failed 
of selection as best fitted they shall become 
ineligible for consideration by subsequent se- 
lection boards for promotion to lieutenant: 
PROVIDED, That leutenants who served in 
the Navy or Naval Reserve Force prior to 
November 12, 1918, and who shall have com- 
pleted not less than twenty-one years of ser- 
vice shall on retirement as provided in this 
subsection be advanced to the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander on the retired list with the 
retired pay of that grade.’ 

“3. Other officers retired under the pro- 
visions of section 12 (1) of the act of June 
23, 1938, have likewise been assigned to active 
duty. Section 12 (1) provides as follows: 

“*(1) All line officers of the Navy who have 
been specially commended for their perform- 
ance of duty in actual combat by the head of 
the executive department under whose juris- 
diction such duty was performed, when re- 
tired, except as provided in section 12 (h) 
of the Act, shall, upon retirement, be placed 
upon the retired list with the rank of the 
next higher grade and with three-fourths of 
the active-duty pay of the grade in which 
serving at the thine of retirement.’ 

‘4. Officers advanced to the next higher 
grade on the retired list, in accordance with 
the act of January 16, 1936 (49 Stat. 1092), 
may also be ussigned to active duty. 

“5. Section 17 of the act of June 106, 1922, 
provides, in part, as follows: 

“*@* ® Retired officers of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey below the grade of brigadier 
general or commodore and retired warrant 
officers and enlisted men of those services, 
shall, when on active duty, receive full pay 
and allowances.’ 

“6. The question now arises as to what pay 
and allowances are properly payable to cap- 
tains in the Marine Corps who were retired 
under the provisions of section 12 (k) of the 
act of June 23, 19388, and advanced to the 
grade of major on the retired list with the 
retired pay of that grade, and what pay and 
allowances are properly payable in the cases 
of officers advanced to the next higher grade 
in accordance with section 12 (1) of the act 
of June 23, 1938, or in accordance with the 
act of Januarv 16, 1936, who have been or 
may be assigned to active duty.”

NBC Gets “Front Line” Reporter 


If fought to a finish the present Ku- 
ropean war will be of “extra-ordinary 
length,” and there are no indications at 
the present time that the French and 
British will yield, Brig. Gen. Henry J. 
Reilly, O.R.C., declared this week. Gen- 
eral Reilly, accredited by the British War 
Ministry to serve as a “front line report- 
er” for the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany on the Allied front, arrived in New 
York 9 Oct. aboard the Lisbon Clipper. 

“There now is a pause in war opera- 
tions,” said General Reilly. “Thus, the 
time seems propitious to come home and 
talk to the American people about the 
situation. One is apt to miss the complete 
picture of developments if located exclu- 
sively on the war front.” 

General Reilly predicted that there 
would be no heavy fighting on the West 
front for awhile. He said that the na- 
tions of Europe are eagerly waiting to 
see what the United States will do, be- 
cause it is of “vital interest” to all of 
them.

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
140-5, 16 June 1936, AR 600-15, 16 June 
1937, AR 600-750, 10 April 1939, and AR 
610-15, 26 Aug. 1935, the following 
changes in those regulations have been 
announced : 

1, AR-140-5.—Paragraph 55e(1) and (3) is 
changed as follows: 

“(1) Warrant officers on the active list of 
the Regular Army who are called to active 
duty under their Reserve commissions will 
be discharged from their status of warrant 
officers. Under the provisions of act July 14, 
1939 (Public No, 170, 76th Cong.; see. TV, 
Bull. No. 12, W. D., 1939), a warrant officer 
of this class whose active service as a com- 
missioned officer terminates honorably and 
who applies for reappointment as a warrant 
officer within 6 months after the termination 
of such commissioned service will, regardless 
of physical disqualification incurred, or hav- 
ing its inception, while on active duty in line 
of duty, and regardless of whether a vacancy 
exists in the grade of warrant officer, be 
reappointed as warrant officer without loss 
of seniority and will be entitled to count ac- 
tive commissioned service in the Army of the 
United States as service for all purposes.” 

“(3) Enlisted men on the active list of the 
Regular Army who are called to active duty 
as Reserve officers or who are tendered a com- 
mission in the Army of the United States will 
be discharged from the service for the con- 
venience of the Government by their immedi- 
ate commanding officers on the date just pre- 
ceding the date of commencement of active 
commissioned service, Under the provisions 
of the act of July 14, 1939 (Public No. 170, 
76th Cong. ; sec. IV, Bull. No. 12, W. TD., 1939), 
an enlisted man of this class whose active 








service as a commissioned officer terminates 
honorably, who will tender himself for en- 
listment within six months after the termina- 
tion of his commissioned service will, regard- 
less of physical disqualification incurred, or 
having its inception, while on active duty in 
line of duty, and regardless of whether a 
vacancy exists in the appropriate enlisted 
grade, be accepted and restored without loss 
of seniority to the grade held by him before 
being discharged to accept such commission ; 
and will be entitled to count active commis- 
sioned service in the Army of the United 
States as service for all purposes.” 

AR 600-15—a. Paragraph 3m is rescinded 
and subparagraphs n to vy are relettered m to 
u, respectively. 

b. Paragraph Se is added as follows: 

“e, Aboard their vessels, warrant officers, 
Army Mine Planter Service, will take rank 
among themselves in the following order:

Navy Dept. Reorganization 

Charging that “nothing has been done, 
Representative Ralph EF. Church, of TL, 
this week asked Representative Carl 
Vinson, Chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, to call a meeting of 
the committee to effect a reorganization 
of the Navy Department. 

Mr. Church, in a letter to Mr. Vinson, 
cited what he termed the “cumbersome” 
administrative set-up now extant, and re- 
called that Adm. William ID. Pratt, 
former Chief of Naval Operations, in 1982

recommended reorganization of the De 
partment, 
Coupled with the reorganization de- 


mand, Representative Church said that 
President Roosevelt should immediately 
name a Secretary of the Navy. “In the 
face of prevailing circumstances,” he de- 
clared, “the Navy Department should 
have an established civilinn head who can 
be responsible to the Naval Committee of 
the House of Representatives.” 

Mr. Church said that “there is no valid 
reason” why the Naval Committee can- 
not begin at once a searching study of 
the organization of the Navy Department. 
Regarding his demand for the appoint 
ment of a Secretary of the Navy, he said, 
“we laymen on the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee should and must have active 
civilian leadership in the Navy Depart- 
ment upon which to base our decisions.” 

He said that Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Charles Edison is carrying on well 
under the added strain imposed upon him 
but that conditions require that a definite 
indication of administration policy with 
regard to the Navy be shown. 

Regarding possible nominees for the 
cabinet post, Mr. Church would make no 
comment, other than recalling that a 
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number of members of the Naval Affairs 
Committee have warmly endorsed Repre. 
sentative Vinson for the post. 

Calling attention to the recent difficy}. 
ties encountered in the ship-building pro. 
gram, he said that although the recently 
combined design, construction and maip. 
tenance sections may solve the problem, 
it is essential that legislation be enacteg 
to give concrete and permanent character 
to departmental control of naval construe. 
tion. 

In his letter to Representative Vinson, 
Mr. Church said: 


The Congress is now meeting in Special] 
Session at the call of the President of the 
United States to consider neutrality legisla. 
tion. This call of an Extraordinary Session 
was made on the theory that world events 
warranted immediate consideration of such 
legislation in the interest of the safety and 
security of the American people. But what- 
ever one’s attitude toward the so-called 
Neutrality Bill now pending in the Senate 
and whatever disposition is made of it, I am 
sure all are agreed that nothing is more im. 
portant to the safety and security of the 
American people at this time than the efficient 
operation of our Navy Department, vital to 
our national defense. 

As a member of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs I respectfully urge you to call a meet. 
ing of our Committee in order to give immedi. 
ate consideration to appropriate legislation 
for the reorganization of the Navy Depart- 
ment. It has long been recognized by thoge 
famiiiar with naval matters that the cumber- 
some nature of the Department's organiza- 
tion, the lack of proper coordination with 
resulting divided authority and red tape, as 
well as the absence of active civilian au- 
thority, have led to innumerable and costly 
mistakes. As far back as 1932, at the in- 
stigation of Admiral William D. Pratt, then 
Chief of Naval Operations, and several mem- 
bers of Congress, the then Secretary of Navy 
appointed a Board to report to him on reor- 
ganization, with a view to recommending 
corrective legislation to the Congress. The 
need was then recognized but, unfortunately, 
nothing was done to correct the condition, 

An article which appeared in the New York 
Times of November 4, 1938, by Hanson W. 
Baldwin, graphically pointed out costly de- 
lays in our ship construction because of a 
lack of proper organization coordination in 
the Navy Department. Two battleships, the 
Washington and North Carolina, are behind 
schedule in construction, Changes had to be 
made in the 28 destroyers of the Mahan class 
because of engineering mistakes. The writer 
of the articles goes on to point out that Rear 
Admiral W. G. DuBose, Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, then expressed 
the need for departmental reorganization, I 
recall that Admiral DuBose has indicated the 
need for better organization in connection 
with his testimony before our Committee 
when questions along that line were asked of 
him. But nothing has been done! 

I now call your attention to another article 
by Hanson W. Baldwin appearing in the 


New York Times of last Sunday, October 
15th. For your convenience I am enclosing 
a copy, 


This article points out the serious mistakes 
made in connection with the construction of 
the destroyers of the Anderson group, 12 in 
humber. Only about five of these destroyers 


have been commissioned, including the An- 
derson and the Hammann; but they have 
been operated to sufficient extent to show 


that a very serious mistake has been made 
It has been found that they do not meet the 
design characteristics. Their center of grav: 
ity is approximately 1 foot higher than the 
Bureau of Engineering had provided, and 
there is some question as to their stability 
under certain conditions, It is perfectly cleat 
that this mistake is due to the lack of proper 
organization in the Department, as well as 
proper civilian supervision, 

In June of this year you presented to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs a proposed re- 
organization bill. The measure was designed 
as a basis for our study of this subject. No 
action has been taken in connection with this 
proposed study. I therefore urge you to have 
our Committee hold public hearings immedi 
ately. It is important in order to establish 
an efficient Navy Department and thus vital- 
ly important to the security and safety of the 
American people. We should hold these heat 
ings before the witnesses we will need from 
the Department are assigned to other posts 
and become unavailable to us, 

There is no valid reason why our Commit- 
tee cannot proceed with this matter during 
this Special Session. Surely it is a subject 
as important as the so-called neutrality bill, 
and there is no legitimate reason why we in 
the House should simply mark time, knowing 
as we do our defense needs, while the Senate 
debates the advisability of sending arms and 
munitions abroad. I respectfully urge, in the 
interest of the safety and security of our 
people, that these hearings be held without 
a moment's delay.

Besides the actions at Scapa Flow and 
the Firth of Forth, German planes at 
tacked a British Squadron off the Dutch 
Coast. No casualties from this engage 
ment have been reported as yet. 

The reports concerning the operations 
at the Seottish bases indicated that the 
planes made at each point a series of 
three attacks, some of them while flying 
as low as 300 feet above the water. Ap 
parently, the bombers attempted to de 
stroy the bridge across the Firth, but 
were unsuccessful, traflie continued 
after the raid. It is not believed any of 
the repair shops or other buildings at 
either base was destroyed or damaged. 
As soon as the German planes were sight 
ed, British planes ascended and engaged 
them in combat. Apparently, there was 
no previous notice of the approach of the 
riders, and alarms were not given to 
other towns in the vicinity. This lack of 
notice has aroused sharp criticism of the 
Admiralty, which, it is declared, should 
have had vessels and planes patrolling 
the North Sea on the lookout for cnemy 
bombers. 

Only one bomb apparently made a di 
rect hit upon a warship. It was the 
Southampton which suffered “near her 
how” from the contact. A bomb exploded 
on the surface alongside the Mohawk, and 
caused slight structural damage, though 
the crew on her deck was sprayed 
by splinters, Evidently the Iron Duke suf 
fered from the concussion caused by a 
bomb exploding alongside and it was nec 
essary to dock her. 

Reports state that observers made 
complete pictures both at the Firth of 
Forth and Scapa Flow. Thus the attacks 
were of a reconnaissance well as a 
raid character. The pictures will show 
that the Firth of Forth has far more fa 
tilities and is better defended than Seapa 
Flow. The Forth has two lines of anti 
submarine defenses, outer and inner, and 
three islets, Oxcars, Inch Mickery and 
Inch Colm, have guns and searchlights. 
Trawlers and defensive flotillas are pres 
ent in large numbers. These are able to 
keep an area of at least 40 miles from 
May Island absolutely swept and secured, 
It was off May Island that the first con 
tact occurred between Royal Air Force 
areraft and the German planes. The 
British Admiralty is convinced that no 
submarine can get into the Forth as one 
did at Scapa Flow. Another German at 
tack there consequently will be limited 
{0 aircraft, and the pictures will be help 
ful to the planes in bombing docks and 
facilities, 

It is an attack in force which both the 
Pirst Lord of the Admiralty and the 
Prime Minister stated was their expecta 
tion. The former estimated the number 
of planes which bombed the Forth at 
about a dozen, and the total number in 
the operations at both bases was approxi-

mately thirty. The Germans have been | 


maneuvering in flights of one hundred 
bombers, one wave following another. 
Knowing the location of their targets, 


they will be the better equiiped to attack. 
Doubtless the German High Command is 
less fearful of anti-aircraft gunnery than 
it is of the plane defense which the Brit 
ish have at the bases, since only one 
plane was shot down by such fire in the 
Scottish engagements. If docks and re 
pair facilities should be destroyed, ob 
viously the British Fleet would be seri 
ously handicapped. Further injurious to 
the Fleet is the effect of bombing upon 
morale, Berlin is counting upon this as a 
factor in whittling down efficiency. 

It is possible the plane attacks on the 
bases—attacks may be expected also on 
shipbuilding plants—were inspired by 
the hope that the British will be induced 
to engage in a rash operation in order 
to offset home criticism. It will be re 
ealled the German High Command adopt 
ed the strategical makeshift of bombard 
ing the British East Coast in December 
1914, which almost succeeded in causing 
the British to expose a part of its forces. 
Reports have come from Germany that 
the British have been making reconnais 
sance flights over its terrain. It is pos 
sible the German High Command is hop 
ing for retaliation for the Seottish raids, 
and is preparing to ambush squadrons at 
tacking its air bases, 

From the operations up to date, it is 
apparent the Germans are pursuing a well 
devised plan of cooperation between its 
surface ships, submarines and aircraft 
Ilints of this procedure is shown by the 
recent use of two battleships as decoys 
fora British Squadon which while in pur 
suit were attacked by planes. It may be 
the Germans are hoping for an occasion 
when the British will be drawn into a 
battle with submarines and planes. If 
through plane attack bases can be made 
untenable, and the British Fleet forced to 
cruise more at the chances of sue 
cess for joint air and undersea operations 
will increased, Moreover, the Fleet 
would suffer the usual deterioration re 
sulting from constant service.

construction.

the cautious manner in’ which 
war the western front has been 
ducted to date, the Germans, according 
to their own official announcement, have 
driven the French troops out of German 
territory. But there, Berlin states, the 
German troops stopped, refraining from 
crossing the border into France with 
whose people Chancellor Hitler has re 
peatedly stated the Reich has no quarrel, 

In the first comprehensive review of 
the action on the West front, the Berlin 
communique stated that “the first phase 
of the war, provoked by French initiative, 
is now terminated.” 

The French communique confirmed the 
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German drive, but stated that the with 
drawal was in accordance with prear 
ranged plans. Cavalry units, the French 
said, were left alone to keep contact after 
the withdrawal of the main bodies of the | 


divisions. These units, it was announced, 
rejoined the line “far in front of our sys 
tem of permanent fortifications and suf 
fered only very slight losses.” 

Thus it would appear that the front is 
much as it was in the first few days of 
the war, except that the German armies 
are vastly reinforced by troops released 
from Poland and the Allies are augment 
ed by the contingents which have crossed 
the channel from England. 

The location of the British troops in 
Irance has been kept secret, but reports 
from American newsmen state that some 
distance behind the first-line defenses the 
British are establishing light and heavy 
field artillery positions, well camoutlaged 
and well protected. It is also reported 
that the British have brought lirge num 
bers of tanks most of which are of the 
fast-light type, apparently intended to be 
used in case of a break-through. 

Earlier in the week, before the Ger 
man action in driving back the French, 
communiques reported minor actions, 
patrols, raids, artillery firing, ete, but 
nothing of great portent. Tt would appear 
that the Germans are correct in’ their 
statement that engagements to date have 
been of minor character and confined to 
small units. 

The German official review, issued in 
Berlin, describes the action on the West 
ern Front to date as follows: 

“With the beginning of operations in 
Poland our border fortifications ino the 
West also were occupied with strong 
forces, 9 Sept. the French opened hostili 
ties and crossed the German border with 
mdvanece troops at several places between 


Luxembourg and the Rhine west of 
Karlsruhe. From the very beginning at 
no point on the West Front has there 


been serious fighting. 
“The purely local fighting took place in 


a flat stretch near the Freneh border in 
front of our Westwall With one single 
exception, on either side only small de 


tachments, mostly weaker than one com 
pany, participated in’ these eneounter 
The following were occupied by the 
French during September : 

“First, several villages lying near the 
French border between the Luaxemboure 


border and Saarhiutern; second, “The 
Warndt?’ Woods, which extend inte 
France southwest of Saarbruecken; and 
third, the likewise protruding region 


southeastward of Saarbruecken between 
the Saar River and the Palatinate Forest 


“Only in the last two named regions 
which were evacuated by us was the 
enemy able, with heavy losses, to pene 
trate into German soil to depths of be 


tween three to five kilometers Cabout two 
to three miles) 

“There is no enemy in the entire other 
German region in front of the Westwall 
At no other point did Freneh forees even 
come close to the Westwall with the e» 
ception of the regions where the West 
wall, as was the at Saarbruecken, 
runs along the immediate neighborhood 
of the border, 

“As with infantry actions, artillery fire 
also was light. It was limited except for 
upport of minor actions to a mere nui 
sanee fire against points in front of our 
fortifications: in) one single case one 
bunker in the neighborhood of Saar 
bruecken was shot at with eighty shells 
of medium caliber without any success, 

“Along the upper Rhine from Warts 
ruhe to Basle, nearly peacelike quiet las 
reigned since the outbreak of the war. 
This minor gain of territory, which from 
the French side was described as a big 
success and effective support of the Poles, 
has been voluntarily abandoned hy the 
enemy between the Luxembourg border 
and Warndt Mountain as well as between 
the Saar River and the Palatinate Forest 

“Thereupon, the enemy, energetically 
pressed by our troops, retreated to and 
beyond the French border, 

“War in the air on the Western Front 
hitherto did not go beyond reconnoitering 
activity and use of pursuit plines and 
anti-aireraft on both sides, 

“Bombing raids did not eccur. Becatise 
of effective German defense by pursuit 
planes and anti-aireraft, sixty enemy 
planes, among which twelve were British, 


were brought down since the war's begin 
ning on the Western Front. 

“Airplane losses of the enemy within 
Germany and in the vicinity of the 





German coast are not contained in these 
figures, 

“The total losses on the German side 
caused by action on the Western Front 
from the outbreak of war until 17 Oct., 
inclusive, amount to 196) killed, 350 
wounded, 114 missing, as well as eleven 
airplanes, 

“Up till 18 Oct. twenty-five French offi 
cers, GOL noncommissioned officers and 
soldiers were taken prisoners, 

“Only one man was wounded, and he

Battleship Losses 

The loss of the British battleship Royal 
Oak and the damage to the Hood, the Re 
pulse and the demilitarized Tron Duke, 
turned attention this week to the vulner 
ability of capital ships and their threat 
ened position as the “backbone” of sen 
power, 

With the United States embarked on a 
program of construction of battleships 
the questions became of utmost im 
portance, We now have eight battleships 
legally on the ways or authorized and the 
likelihood that two more will be granted 


in the new budget. The lessons coming 
from the German drive on British sea 
power become of the utmost imvertance 
fo the United States. Fortunately, the 


United States has the great advantage of 
being able to observe the action thus far 
nnd to shape her course, and the design of 
her ve not yet built, to fit the new 
mode war, the new developments in 
Weapons, and the new use of old wenpons, 

There would he doubt 
that the British have handled themselves 
to the best advantage, The Royal Oak 
came to her end while swinging at anecher, 
Where she was an ideal target for a tor 
pedo and utterly incapable of utilizing 
the battleship’s principal defense against 
submarine gvetion speed and maneuver 
ability. True, she had every reason to be 
lieve she was in-a safe harbor behind a 
line of defense, But the Gernun subnia 
rine, exercising the skill and courage 
Which even the British leaders have 
praised, entered the harbor and dealt the 
death blow, 

The location of the vessels of the Brit 
ish fleet at Seapa Flow also is open to 
question. It is recalled that in 1915 Wins 
ton Churchill wrote to Admiral Jellicoe 
urging that the base be moved from Scapu 
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low to the Firth of Forth. “It,” wrote 
Mr. Churchill referring to the Firth of 
Forth, “has many facilities which are 


lacking at Seapa. The inner line of anti 
submarine defenses has been completed 
nnd is thoroughly satisfactory ; the outer 
line is almost completed; and the Ox 
ears, lunch Mickery, and Ineh Colm islets 
are defended with guns and lights, There 
is ample room for your whole fleet, * *

be made safer than at Seapa.”

In order to facilitate the passage of the

Merchant Marine 

Continuing debates in the Senate over 
the neutrality bill, with indications that 
the bill would be greatly modified in its 
restrictions on American shipping, an up 
surge in the amount of Allied shipping 
lost and the wholesale opposition of the 
American Merchant Marine Conference to 
a blanket shipping embargo with bellig 
erent nations marked the past week. 

The first problem before the Senate 
since it convened has been whether the 
arms embargo should be lifted or not, but 
increasing importance is being attached 
to the shipping provisions in the Admin 
istration bill as it becomes more evident 
that the merchant marine of the United 
States will suffer a deadly blow if the 
bill passes as originally written. 

Chairman Pittman of the Foreign Af 
fairs Committee, which is holding hear 
ings on the measure, this week offered 
amendments which would permit Amer 
ican to call at the ports of bel 
ligerents and neutrals alike, in the Da 
cifie and Tidian the Orient and 
all belligerent countries south of the 20th 
parallel (about New Orleans) which 
would open up African ports.

Representative James G. Scrugham, of

Nev., chairman of the naval sub-commit 
tee of the Touse Appropriations Commit 
tee, said this week that his committee 
will begin hearings on the Naval Appro 
priation bill for 1941 on G6 Noy. 1939 if | 
budget estimates are available. 
Representative Serugham declared that 
he anticipates a substantial increase in | 
the 1941 bill over the 1940 appropriation. | 
At the same time, he stated that his com 
mittee will make a quick but thorough 
investigation of the apparent rapid in- 
crease in submarine effectiveness against 


protected surface craft. The Navy De- 
partment, he said, will be asked to present 
to committee a study of all conditions at 
the time the British vessels Courageous 
and Royal Oak were sunk. If submarines 
have been increased in potential destruc 
tive power to the point that they find vul- 
nerable targets in vessels protected by 
“blisters” and other anti-torpedo devices, 
Mr. Scrugham stated that a check-up 
must be made on the advisability of mod- 
ifying our naval building program. 

Just how big an appropriation bill the 
Navy will require for 1941 is conjecture 
at the present time due to the state of 
flux with regard to expansion. However, 
it is stated in some quarters that a mea- 
sure approaching the $950,000,000 mark 
may be expected. 

Mr. Serugham’s comments on the nec 


essity for a thorough investigation of 
latest “acid test” developments in sea 
warfare were heartily concurred in by 


Representative Ralph Church, of Tbh, a 
member of the Ilouse Naval Affairs Com 
mittee. Representative W. Sterling Cole, 
of N. Y., another member of the Commit

An officer in such a situation has the aq 
vanced rank for title and precedence but for 
purposes of pay on the retired list he hay 
the next lower rank or grade.
